Washington, May 21.—In the House 
to day, Byrnes, of Colorado, introduced a 
bill for a public building at Boulder, 
Colorado. 
Among the Unfinished business waB a 
motion subm itted two weeks ago by 
Bingham, of Philadelphia, to euBpeml 
th e rulee and pass the Senate bill, grant­ 
ing the right of way through th e Crow 
Indian 
Reservation 
to the 
Billings 
Clark’s Fork and Cooke City Railway 
Company. 
Wileon, of M innesota, op­ 
posed the bill because another road al­ 
ready had been projected and partly 
built through the only canon w hich af­ 
forded a passage across the country, and 
th e effect of the passage of the bill would 
be to enable a set of Wall street specula­ 
tors to come in and throttle an enterprise 
already under way, by occupying the 
cafiou to the exclusion of other roads. 
Toolo, of M ontana, also opposed the 
measure at present on the same grounds. 
He argued that thirty days bo allowed 
th e Clark's Fork and Cooke City Railroad 
Oompany to negotiate its bonds l>eforo 
th e House should attem pt to act on the 
The bill waB passed; ayes 112, 
* Does 40. 
H atch, of Missouri, from the Commit­ 
tee on Agriculture, moved that the rules 
be suspended and the hil^ passed to eu- 
large the powers and duties of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, and to create an 
executive departm ent to be known os the 
Departm ent of Agriculture.

known as the D epartm ent of Agriculture, 
under the supervision and control of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and provides 
for the appointm ent of a First Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture. 
It also trans­ 
fers the weather service of th e United 
States Signal Otlice Bureau from the 
W ar Departm ent to the Department of 
Agriculture. 
The House then went into Committee 
of the whole on the Diplomatic and Con­ 
sular appropriation bill. 
No 
am end­ 
m ents of consequence were offered to the 
bill, and after a short time the Commit­ 
tee arose and the bill passed. 
The District of Columbia Appropria­ 
tion bill also was considered in Commit­ 
tee of the whole and 
nassed by the 
House. 
Outhwaite, of Ohio, asked unanim ous 
consent for the imnewlinte considera­ 
tion of a resolution ordering a num ber of 
night sessions, but objection was made 
and the resolution referred to the Com­ 
mittee on rules. 
Theiollowing business was also trans­ 
acted in the house to-day: The Senate 
am endments to th e pension appropria­ 
tion were non-concurred in and a confer­ 
ence was ordered. 
An hour was consumed in referring to 
appropriate committees the Senate bills 
which had been formulated during the 
past week. 
A resolution was adopted directing the 
Committee on M erchant M arine and 
Fisheries to investigate the fur seal fish­ 
eries of A laska; also setting a p lrt to­ 
morrow for the consideration of bills re­ 
ported by the Comm ittee on Labor.

C h ica g o, May 21.—The Sub-Commit­ 
tee of the National Republican Comm it­ 
tee has l>eon in session here two days 
arranging details on the Convention mid 
deciding upon the distribution of tickets 
and the allotments of seats to the press, 
and other m atters of detail. 
The seating 
capacity of the hall is 7000, thus neces­ 
sitating a smaller apportionm ent of seats 
than before. The com m ittee decided to 
give each delegate three general tickets 
for distribution, and one press ticket to 
each delegate; thus enabling tho dele­ 
gates to take care of the local preas of 
their district and State. 
One hundred and forty-seven working 
seats at tables are provided, one for each 
of the larger daily newspa,T»ers which 
will make up and send out from the hall 
special telegraphic reports to supplem ent 
the verbatim report of the Associnted 
Press. 
No other papers excepting those 
sending ont such reports cat i be given 
representation at these table. Ju the 147 
seats are included those required by the 
Associated Press and official stenogra- 
S 
hers. The local Press Comm itteo was 
irected to carry out these provl sions and 
also notified that the largest n um ber of 
working seats given to any papnr should 
be three. The greater portion of the 
daily papers taking reports will 1 íave bat 
one seat. 
Alternates will have no tick­ 
ets but their own. It has been th e usual 
custom to give to the city where th e con­ 
vention is held, fifteen per cent, of the 
tickets. The Committee lias reductxl this 
to ten per cent. The remaining tickets 
will be divided between the prest», be­ 
tween members of Congress, the 'Gover­ 
nors of States and other distinguished 
statesmep.

111., May 21.—The great flood 
in th e M ississippi valley is slowly abat­ 
ing, and it is thought tb e worst is past. 
A trip through the submerged district 
shows th at tbe reports of loss and suffer­ 
ing have not been exaggerated. 
Over 
250,000 acres of tbe richest farming 
lands in the State are covered with 
water six to ten feet deep. The damage 
to farm , m ill and wailrood property has 
been enormous. The damage will reach 
$3,000,000 on crops alone. 
Tbe damage 
to mills and railroads will approxim ate 
$600,000. 
Much sickness prevails among 
the peopfe who have been driven from 
tbeir hom es by the floods, owing to want 
and 
exposure. 
M easures, 
however, 
have been taken to alleviate their suffer­ 
ings.
